efforts, Many of the smaller, 
low-budget films, no matter 
how innovative, creative and 
successfully executed, might 
never be considered for dis¬ 
tribution by those that control 
the industry. Winning an 
award at a major film festi¬ 
val, or even a small one like 
the AIFF, provides a cache 
and the possibility a f beating 
film industry adds. 

AIFF Programming Di¬ 
rector Aaron Hose has been 
involved with the Caribbean 
Spotlight Series every year, 
the last two donating hi s time 
and effort to showcase 
Aruban and regional film¬ 
makers. Bom an Aruba, he 
attended film school in the 
U.S., and has lived and 
worked in Flaiida far several 
years. His documentaries, 
particularly "Voices in the 
Clouds," have earned honor¬ 
able mentions and awards at 
a numb er □ f festivals 

He sat with THE MORN¬ 


ING NEWS to discuss how 
the AIFF has evolved over 
the last few years, and why it 
should continue, fueled by 
volunteers committed to see¬ 
ing this interesting event en¬ 
hance the Aruban experience 
for re si d ents and v acati on ers. 

TMN It has to be quite a 
journey from last year to tins 
year's AIFF, a very emotional 
journey for you, I would 
think. 

AH: Yes, absolutely. 

TMN I imagine there was 
a great, deal of self-evaluation 
and of the festival; what you 
want for the festival and 
Aruba to make tins decision 
to partner with (Co-found 
and Executive Director) 
Jonathan (Vieira) in keeping 
it going? 

AH: Yes. What happened 
after 1 ast year.. .with the situ¬ 
ation of everyone wandering 
if the festival would be back, 
Rebecca (Roos, of Aruba, 
who has also partnered in the 


festival) and I had to think 
hard about what we were 
going to do and. what we 
needed to do to help 
Jonathan. Basically, It was a 
situation where there was tins 
mass exodus of staff, the for¬ 
eign staff m particular. If 
there is no budget, than basi¬ 
cally, they are not going tD 
help you out, they get paid tD 
do tins. With the P/R firm 
and the managing team of the 
previous festivals, you have 
to have a budget 

it is nothing against them; 
this is their livelihood. The 
experiences I have had since 
the first year of the festival, 
however, and being able to 
travel to different places 
around the world and visit 
other festivals, looking at 
what really works and what 
doesn't, and working on the 
AIFF these last two years, I 
really got a sense of both 
sides of the coin 

With Rebecca helping me 
under the Spotlight Series 
competition, we really gelled 
and realised what needed to 
be done in order to continue 
the festival as a kind of local 
affair. At tins point we felt we 
were in the position to take 
over, a group of passionate 
1 a cal s an d r e ally male e it h ap - 
pen. We are all basically vol¬ 
unteering, but do so to insure 
we regain the sponsorship 
that we had in the past and to 
prove everyone how impor¬ 
tant the festival is We hope 
this year will prove to them 
the value of their continued 
sponsorship 

TMN: So an important 
point l s that the talent is here, 
Aruban talent, to put on a 


successful world class film 
festival? We do not necessar¬ 
ily have to rely on interna¬ 
tional agencies? 

AH: Yes We brought in 
Arubans like myself w r ho are 
notm Aruba working, but are 
gaining experience abroad 
So the festival is basically the 
same thing, but run by 
Arubans There is a lot of 
knowledge and experience to 
bring to the table 

TMN Tins brings a cer¬ 
tain spirit and heart for the 
event as well? 

AH: We feel like we are a 
big family now, and we gel 
well together. There are cer¬ 
tain tilings, components we 
are experiencing even during 
tins fourth year, which are re¬ 
ally essential and we need to 
bring back, to lessen the bur¬ 
den on all of us We are ail 
wearing a lot of hats, in the 
spirit of making sure the fes¬ 
tival continues, but moving 
forward, there are still, prob¬ 
ably, a couple of people that 
we should bring back. We 
still direct the festival, but 
some support people will be 
important to make sure the 
festival stays structured and 
organized. However, right 
now it is my self Jonathan, 
other volunteers and our fam¬ 
ilies, truly a labor af love. 

We felt for months we 
were sort of an this life sup¬ 
port, we needed to pump that 
blood transfusion back into 
the festival because it is too 
goad to let go. We opened 
with a bang with Paul Verho 
even and "Aba So" and it's 
only going to get better

If there is 
something that is a little too 
far detached from Aruba > you 
give same thought ta the 
commercial appeal, with the 
thought Id whether it will in¬ 
terest local and tourist audi¬ 
ences Some of it is a crap 
shoot, really 

The film festival, in my 
opinion, is a big deal for the 
island. It offers wonderful 
opportunities for local film¬ 
makers. It is about art, it is 
about culture, it is about com¬ 
munity and networking and 
sp □ tlighting Arab a, sop ea pie 
notice us. We dreamed big 
and we need to keep dream¬ 
ing big and executing big. 
There may be issues, finan¬ 
cial and what not, but I don't 
want to hear that anymore. I 
am ignoring that, because I 
am doing it for "the big pic¬ 
ture." I am in the same boat 
with all the other people that 
are screaming, and it doesn't 
matter to me.

Goldberg said he was 
asked by Mandela's wife 
Graca Mach el to pay him a 
visit "j ust to give him mental 
stimulation 

Presidency spokesman 
Mac Maharaj refused to com¬ 
ment an the documents. 

"We don't have a comment 
on that," Maharaj told AFP, 
citing doctor-patient confi¬ 


dentiality 

Lawyers for Mandela's 
relatives and family members 
themselves were not immedi¬ 
ately available far comment. 

M an d el a's wi fe e arli er 
Thursday said that while oc¬ 
casionally Mandela has been 
uncomfortable during Ins 
nearly one month hospital 
stay he has seldom been in 
pain. 

Now we are about 25 
days we have been m hospi¬ 
tal," Mach el said, giving 
thanks far the outpouring of 
well wishes from around the 
world for the Nobel peace 
laureate.

Egypt rounds up Morsi's 
Brotherhood leadership 


CAIRO (AFP) - Egypt's 
army rounded up the leader¬ 
ship of ousted president Mo¬ 
ll am ed Morsi's Muslim 
Brotherhood on Thursday as 
a top judge took office after 
an abrupt end to the Islamist's 
first year in power. 

Morsi's government un¬ 
ravelled late on Wednesday 
after the army gave Inm a 4S- 
liDur ultimatum m the wake 
of massive demonstrations 
since June 30 against his tur¬ 
bulent rule. 

The Brotherhood called 
for a peaceful protest on Fri¬ 
day over the "military coup" 
as the army turned the screws 
on the Islamist movement. 

Its supreme leader Mo¬ 
hammed Badie was arrested 
"for inciting the killing of 
protesters", a security official 
told AFP. 

Anger gave way to gloom 
as thousands of the embattled 
Islamist movement's support¬ 
ers rallied at a Cairo mosque, 
surrounded by the army 

'It's a soft military coup. 
The military was smart, using 
the cover of civilians," said 


one, 26-year-old Ahmed al- 
Sayyed, in reference to the 
mass anti-M Dr si protests. 

Military chief General 
Abdel Fattah al-Sisi an¬ 
nounced Morsi's overthrow 
on Wednesday night, citing 
Ins inability to end a deepen¬ 
ing political crisis, as dozens 
of armoured personnel carri¬ 
ers streamed onto Cairo's 
streets. 

The crackdown came as 
chi e f j usti c e Adly M an s o ur, 
67, was sworn in as interim 
president at a ceremony 
broadcast live from the 
Supreme Constitutional 
Court 

He will serve until elec¬ 
tions at a yet-to-be deter¬ 
mined date, said Sisi, as he 
laid out a roadmap for a po¬ 
litical transition that includes 
a freeze on the Islamist- 
drafted constitution. 

A judicial source said the 
prosecution would on Man- 
day begin questioning Broth¬ 
erhood members, including 
Mom, for "insulting the judi¬ 
ciary"

Assad: West sends 
terrorists* te Syria 
to be rid of them 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria's 
President Bashar al-Assad ac¬ 
cused the West of sending 
"takfiri terrorist groups" to lus 
country as a way to get rid of 
them, in an interview with a 
Syrian daily. 

Western countries believe 
that "these takfiri (extremist) 
terrorist groups that have been 
a security concern for decades 
will come to Syria and be 
killed and that way they will 
get rid of them," Assad told the 
Al-Thawra daily. 

Assad added that the West 
hoped that by "supporting ter¬ 
rorism in Syria" it could weaken 
die country which has been tarn 
apart by a conflict that began 
with peaceful anti-government 
protests m March 2011. 

Syria's government de¬ 
scribes all those apposed to its 
regime as "terrorists, 11 and has 
pointed to the increasing entry 
of foreign fighters into the 
conflict as evidence that the 
uprising is a militant plot. 

Assad taId the newspaper, a 
government daily, that even 
Western countries backing die 
uprising no longer referred to 
it as a "revolution." 

"The word revolution is no 
longer mentioned, now what's 
being talked about is terror¬ 


ism," Assad told die daily. 

"They've moved to another 
phase. They distinguish be¬ 
tween a good terrorist and a 
bad terrorist... but the word 
revolution is no longer men¬ 
tioned," he said 

Much of the international 
community has thrown its sup¬ 
port behind the uprising 
against Assad, including the 
United States 

But backers of the revolt 
have been cautious about arm¬ 
ing the rebels in pail for fear 
that weapons could fall into 
the hands of the most radical 
members of the opposition, in¬ 
cluding the Al-Nusra Front, 
winch is allied with Al-Qaeda 
In excerpts from the inter¬ 
view released a day earlier, 
Assad said the massive 
protests m Egypt against pres¬ 
ident Moliamed Morsi brought 
the fall of "political Islam " 

In the interview, conducted 
before the ouster of Morsi, 
Assad said the Egyptian 
protest marked "the fall of 
what is known as political 
Islam " 

“Anywhere in the world, 
whoever uses religion for po¬ 
litical aims, or to benefit some 
and not others, will fail," he 
sad 


US Navy 
bolsters 
presence 
in Gulf 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
US Navy has deployed three 
additional coastal patrol ships 
to its Fifth Fleet headquarters 
in Bahrain, bolstering Amer¬ 
ica's presence in the strategic 
Gulf, officials said 

The small, speedy 52 
met er-1 ong (79 - fo o t) ship s, 
which can be aimed with 25 
mm cannons and .50 caliber 
machine guns, are seen as a 
counterweight to Iran's fast 
boats that operate m siiallow 
waters around the Strait of 
Hormuz 

US military planners and 
analysts say Iran has devel¬ 
oped swarming tactics to try 
to outrun and encircle Amer¬ 
ica's larger warships transiting 
die Gulf along with plans to 
plant mines to disrupt com¬ 
mercial shipping 

The Pentagon has gradually 
strengthened its naval forces 
in the Gulf region over the 
past year after Iran at one 
point threatened to block die 
vital Strait of Hormuz, a gate¬ 
way for the world's oil supply 

In addition to the US patrol 
craft, which will now be per- 
m anently b ase d m B ahram m - 
stead rotating through for 
temporary deployments, the 
Navy has sent in more mine 
sweepers. 

In May, the Navy carried 
out a large mine-clearing ex¬ 
ercise in the Gulf with other 
countries, which was seen as 
a warning to Tehran. 

By the spring of 2014, the 
Navy expects to have a fleet of 
ID coastal patrol ships in 
Bahrain.

MOSCOW (AFP) - President 
Vladimir Putin this weeksigned 
a law banning gay and lesbian 
couples in foreign countries 
from adopting Russian chil¬ 
dren. 

The measure was one of a 
series adopted by Russian au¬ 
thorities m recent weeks that 
have been slammed by civil 
rights leaders, as discrimina¬ 
tory 

The Kremlin said in a state¬ 
ment that "the measure is 
aimed at guaranteeing a harmo¬ 


nious and full upbringing for 
children in adaptive families" 

It also bans adaption by un¬ 
married individuals who live in 
countries with laws permitting 
same-sex marriages 
The Kremlin-backed meas¬ 
ure was quickly rammed 
through parliament after the 
adoption of same-sex mam age 
laws by countries such as 
France and plans for referenda 
on the subject by nations such 
as Ireland. 


TEGUCIGALPA (AFP) - Au¬ 
thorities have issued dengue 
alerts m four nations across 
Central America, where alarm 
is rising as the mosquito-borne 
disease has infected 30,000 
people and killed 17 tins year 
alone. 

Honduras, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua and El Salvador 
have issued formal alerts in 
Guatemala and Panama, offi¬ 
cials say they sre monitoring 
the disease, which norm ally 
spreads more easily later in the 
rainy season 

"It is great that they are 
coming around to fumigate; 
mosquitoes seem like no big 
deal but they really can kill 
you," said Maurici d Gonzalez, 
a mechanic in the Nueva Es- 
perauza district south of Tegu¬ 
cigalpa 

So far tins year, Honduras 
has had 10 deaths, S, 330 cases 
of ordinary dengue and 1,219 
cases of dengue hemorrhagic 
fever 


LONDON (AFP) - A Qatari 
man has died in a British hos¬ 
pital from the Middle East 
Respiratory Syndrome 

(MERS) virus which has been 
causing increasing alarm 
among world health experts, 
officials said Thursday 

Hie death brings to 43 the 
number of people to date who 
have died from die SARS-like 
infection, which has an ex¬ 
tremely high mortality rate 
The unnamed 49-year-old 
man had been in a London 
ho spital since September 2012 
receiving treatment for acute 
symptoms from the virus, hav¬ 
ing earlier been airlifted from 
the Qatari capital Doha. 

The man had previously 
travelled tD Saudi Arabia 
where the majority of cases 
have been concentrated 

He died last week after lus 
condition sharply deteriorated, 
a spokeswoman for Guy's and 
St Thomas' hospital said.

MERS is a member of the 
coronavuus family, which in¬ 
cludes the pathogen that 
causes Severe Acute Respira¬ 
tory Syndrome (SARS) 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation (WHO) said on June 26 
that 77 laboratory-confirmed 
cases had surfaced worldwide 
with 40 deaths Saudi Arabia 
announced two further deaths 
on Wednesday. 

SARS sparked global panic 
in 3003 after it jumped to hu¬ 
mans from animals in Asia and 
killed some 3DO people 

Like SARS, MERS appears 
to cause a lung infection, with 
patients suffering from fever, 
coughing and breathing diffi¬ 
culties But it differs in that it 
also causes rapid kidney fail¬ 
ure 

While most of the cases 
have been concentrated in 
Saudi Arabia, the MERS vims 
has also spread to neighbour¬ 
ing Jordan, Qatar and tire 
United Arab Emirates 

Cases have also been found 
in France, Germany, Italy. 
Tunisia and Britain, although 
most of tires e p atients had been 
transferred for care from the 
Middle East or had travelled to 
tire Middle East and became ill 
after they returned, the WHO 
said 


mosquitoes that carry dengue 
usually proliferate m times of 
heavy rain 

Dengue affects between 50 
and 100 ms 111 on people in the 
tropics and subtropics each 
year, resulting nr fever, muscle 
and joint ache. 

Tire disease is caused by 
four strains of vims that are 
spread by the mosquito Aedes 
aegypti. 

There is no vaccine, so med¬ 
ical authorities in the region, 
where poverty is widespread, 
have been trying tD stamp it 
out by focusing on mosquito 
control 

The illness can be fatal, de¬ 
veloping into hemorrhagic 
fever, which can lead to shock 
and internal bleeding.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
The four teams competing in 
the America's Cup off San 
Francisco from this Sunday 
will be racing in AC7 2s — 22- 
meter (72-foot) wing-sail cata¬ 
marans that are both 
demanding and potentially 
dangerous to sail 

On May 9, one of the three 
challengers to holders Oracle 
Team USA Artemis, lost crew 
memh er Andrew Simpson dur¬ 
ing a training run. 

The Swedish AC72 capsized 
and Simp son, a British double 
Olympic medallist, drowned 
after getting stuck under the 
overturned structure. 

Eleven crew members — 
among the best in the world - 
are required to sail the speed¬ 
sters, which are 22 meters long, 
14 meters wide and weigh six 
tonnes. 


Tire twin-hull vessels are 
distinctive with their towering 
40-meter-high rigid wing-sails 
and 2d0 square meter (2,SD0 
square feet) main sails 
Likened to a crass between 
an aeroplane and sailing boat,

blowouts that overshadowed 
Silverstone last weekend. 

Tyre suppliers Pirelli have 
said they are confident that tlie 
Kevlar-belted tyres the Italian 
company has brought to the 
Nurburgiing will not. suffer a 
repeat of the failures that 
blighted the race at Silverstone. 

Four dnvers suffered blow¬ 
outs during the race last Sun¬ 
day. 

In the aftermath, the drivers 
called for immediate action 
Pirelli have reacted by switch¬ 
ing to a new supply of tyres, 
but they blamed the blowouts 
on a combination of low tyre 
pressures, adverse camber, tyre 
swapping and kerbs for the 
problems.
